U.UeR.RA.§ thet I was in Nenking from the summer of 1936 until on 

about 15 February 1938, end et the tire of the occupation of Nenking by 
Japaneso military forces end until on or about 15 February 1928 acting 

as Director of the Safety Zone; that the following excerpts or prraphrases, 
taken from 2 diary which I kept et that time, are true: 

Many hundreds of innocent civilicns are taken out before your eyes 
to de shot or used for bayonct practice and yun heave to listen to the 
sound of the guns that are killizg them. It scoms to be the rule here 
that anyone who runs met ve shot or veyoncttcd. We happened to be 
beside the Mintosry of War 2% the time, and it was all too evident that 
execution was going on, hundreds of poor diearmod soldiers with many 
4nnocent civilians among then. 

On December 15, I saw approximately 1300 men, all in civilian 
clothes, just taken from one of our camps near our headquarters, lined 
up and roped together in groups of about 100 by soldiers with fixed 
bayonets. In spite of my protcsts to the commanding officer, they were 
marched off to be shot. Decerbder 19 was & day of complete anarchy. 
Sovoral big fircs wore raging, stertea by the soldicrs, and more ere 
promised. The Ancrican flag wes to-n down in 2 numbdor of pleces. The 


military have no control over the soldiers. 
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Monday, December 20, vandalism and violence continued unchecked. 
All Taiping Road, the rost important shopping street in the city, was in 
flames. 1 saw many Japanese army trucks being loaded with the loot 
which they were taking from the shops before setting fire to then, also 
witnessed one group of soldiers actuaily setting fire to a building. 

I drove next to the Y.M.C.A. which was already in fiemes, evidently 
fired only a short time previously. That night I counted fourteen fires 
from my window, some of them covering considerable areas. 

The Jepenese observe no system in seizing reople from our canps. 
Callouses on hands or cropped heads are proof eufficient thet the man 
was once e soldier, and = sure death warrant. Prectically 211 of our 
camps have been entered time and again by bends of soldiers who have 
taken whom they willed for shooting. 

On December 22, 1937, I saw about fifty corpses in sone ponds a 
quarter of a mile east of my offico. All were dressed in civilian 
clothes, most of them with hands bound behind their backs, and one with 
the top half of his head cut completely off. Subsequently I saw hundreds 
of vodies of Chinese, mostly men tut a few womon, in a similar condition, 
in ponds, on the streets, and in houses. 

Our committce made daily reports to the Japanose Embassy of 


atrocities.
